THe American Shippers’ Association, 
The Railroad |ndiana Shippers’ Association, the Ohio 
and Shippers’ Association, National Hay As- 

the Shipper. <5 5% 
sociation, the Central Supply Association 
and the Employers’ Association of Canton, O., have 
all recently made decisive declarations against the pro- 
posed uniform bill of lading and there is little doubt 
but that the American Hardware Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation and the National Hardware Association will 
take similar action this coming week. These associa- 
tions voice the general opinion of the commercial! 
world, as is shown by the following quotation from a 


correspondent of Freight: 

“Some of the railway officials, in their misguided efforts to 
increase the revenue of their companies, are legislating in such 
@ way 2s to produce in the minds of the better class of business 
men a feeling of unrest and dissatisfaction, and a rather re- 
sentful spirit at what they believe to be oppressive conditions 
and measures which the railway companies have recently en- 
leavored to enact. Notably is this the case in the efforts of 
the railway companies to force upon the public the Uniform 
Bill of Lading, which contains conditions which make it a 
hardship for many shippers to ship under it, and which prac- 
tically releases the transportation companies from all liability, 
except the shippers pay a 20 per cent increase in their freight 
rates. The bill of lading proposed by them contains so many 
conditions which are entirely favorable to the transportation 
companies and unfavorable to the shippers, that now that the 
transportation companies have brought this matter so forcibly 
to the notice of their patrons, the shippers feel that it is a 
good time to legislate and secure a bill of lading which will be 
more equitable to each interest, and through which neither 
party shall have any advantage over the other. I believe that 
the shippers are willing to accord to the transportation com- 
panies all the protection and all the rights to which they are 
entitled. It is only fair under such circumstances that the 
transportation companies should accord the shippers the same 
rights and protection.” 


This attempt to adopt a uniform bill of lading is by 
no means a first fall from grace on the part of common 
carriers. 

During the last four or five years these forces and 
evils have been manifesting themselves in various ways 
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and with disastrous effect upon the public interest. 
Rates have been advanced. Minimum carload weights 
have been increased. Exemptions from liability for 
loss and damage are being or are about to be estab- 
lished and enforced. Cars are supplied freely only in 
spots, and large amounts of traffic are refused carriage 
for days, weeks and months to such extent that general 
complaint has been aroused. The time of service be- 
tween given .points has been lengthened, and it varies 
in such degree that little or no estimate can be made 
by shippers or consignees as to when delivery will be 
performed. Demurrage on cars in the possession of 
shippers or consignees is more rigidly and generally 
enforced. Car lines providing special equipment for 
perishable freight are by contract with railways ex- 
tending their spheres of operation over numerous lines, 
and are demanding and obtaining large amounts for 
refrigeration services. The joint tariffs of railways, 
especially those known as association tariffs, and which 
cover numerous lines operating in the same section, are 
complicated with rules which sometimes defy under- 
standing and render the amount of the rate difficult 
to ascertain. Overcharges are freely made, and the 
adjustment of such excess exactions is stretched over 
outrageous periods of time. Passenger service is far 
less prompt. The number of collisions and derail- 
ments, both freight and passenger trains, is much 
greater, and the loss of life and number of injuries to 
passengers and employes, increasing each year, are 
such as would exceed the casualties in most of the 
wars of modern times. Think of 55,130 casualties oc- 
curring on our railways in the year ending June 30, 
1904, representing 3,787 persons killed and 51,343 in- 
jured! Among the killed were 420 passengers, and 
the injured included 8,077 pessengers, the remainder 
of each class constituting railway employes. 

While these manifestations of lax and indifferent 
management, large additions in the cost of transporta- 
tion to the people, and aggressions upon public right 
have been made, the gross and net revenues of the 
carriers, taking them as a whole, have been greatly 
increased. 

Just think what would happen if this state of things 
existed with the government in control of the rail- 
roads! Imagine a President running for re-election 
while the opposition spell-binders were calling him 
the murderer of 3,787 people and were declaring that 
51,343 were injured owing to his incompetency! 

The transportation problem is growing in gravity, 
and Freight, a New York publication, devoted to 
shippers’ interests, declares that most of these changes 
“are traceable to the unification of railway interests— 
to the death of that competition which inspired inde- 
pendent railway managements to fight for business, 
in time of traffic feast as well as traffic famine, by in- 
creased facilities and decreased rates, by accommoda- 
tions freely afforded at shipping and destination points, 
by prompt and prompter service, by the organization 
of the working force which held out greater and surer 
rewards for successful operation and ruthlessly up- 
rooted all growth of careless performance and inat- 
tention to duty. The safety appliances required by 
law do promote the safety of employes and passengers, 
if they are kept in working condition, and are intelli-

gently and constantly used in the operations to which 
they apply. Traffic offerings may be so large as tem- 
porarily to congest tracks and terminals, but neve: 
before in the history of our railways has too much 
business been made the excuse for lack of facilities an:| 
long time of transportation throughout a period of 
vears. Never before have rates been increased in all 
practicable ways by the railways in great sections of 
the country, while net earnings have been showing 
largely augmented and increased returns. Never be- 
fore, not even before any Federal regulation was pro- 
vided, has this public service been so conducted to 
effect the paramount object of private gain.” 

The railroads of this country have played a wonder 
ful part in our national development, but they hav 
also been guilty of that inequitable discrimination 
which acted as a foundation for the growth of dan- 
gerous consolidations like the Standard Oil Company. 

The American people demand fair play from cor- 
porations which possess such special privileges as em- 
inent domain. The spectacle of rates being lowered 
for one manufacturing concern whose influence with 
a state legislator is used to help the railroads while 
another manufacturer who refuses to help along the 
betrayal of his community is driven out of business by 
being held to a strict tariff is one which must disgust 
every true American. Nay, more, unless checkmated 
it means the tightening of the railroad collar so .that 
only a revolution will shake it off. 

The first blow shipping interests should strike in 
their own behalf is against a uniform bill of lading. 








This is an era of re-organization and the progressive 
retailer realizes that the path to commercial success 
is largely through organization. However, as the Im- 
plement Trade Journal points out organization is not 
everything, but individualism is styled the dominant 
factor in commercial success. In a recent issue it 
says: “The man who expects to ride to business suc- 
cess and affluence on his organization, neglecting his 
own business and scorning the essential principles and 
practices of business success, will necessarily fail in 
both. Individuality in business, wisely combined with 
a thorough knowledge of the underlying principles of 
business and of his own particular line, and a carefui 
study of the wants of his trade, are essential to suc- 
cess, and will do more toward building up a business 
than membership in forty organizations without these 
qualifications.” 








THe question of collections does not receive suffi- 
cient attention from the majority of merchants. A 
number of dealers do a very large credit business with 
a surprising small amount of loss, dae to the thor- 
oughness with: which they make collections. Some 
dealers show a foolish timidity on this point. They 
evidently fail to realize the fact that when they have 
let goods go out of their store on credit they are en- 
titled to receive the money for same, and instead of 
their having any quams about pressing debtors they 
are neglecting a simple business precaution in not do- 
ing so.

And 
then we have the slanderer, one who deliberately in- 
vents a story about some good man or some married 
woman in the community. “Now this is a secret be- 
tween us. Have you heard —.” And on it goes until 
the reputation of the person whom it concerns is 
ruined. 

The Rey. S. F. Langford, in a recent sermon, said: 


“When the slanderer comes to you tell him that he has 
made a serious charge and ask him to come with you and scek 
the friend against whom he speaks and learn if it be true. 
Insist on his going. If he is brave enough to say it to you 
he will be brave enough to say it to the face of the person 
whom it concerns. Then you may see if it is right. A man 
who has lied to you will never utter another falsehood to your 
face and few to others. Start a Golden Gossip society. 

“Throw sawdust to the birds and they will not pick 
it up, but cast out bread crumbs and they will get them. 
There never lived a person who did not say something good 
of someone at some time in his or her life. It is the good 
that we must take up and pass on. We don’t know when the 
tongue of the scandal monger may reach us. So we must 
walk in such a.manner that they may say nothing of us. 
We must not put ourselves in positions where one may talk 
about us, for we thus provide the soil on which the scandal 
plant thrives.” 

“The business man, if he wishes to keep a secret, keeps 
it to himself. If he wishes it known and desires to have 
it appear that the information was gained without his really 
wishing to tell it, he will tell it to another man in confidence. 
Thus it will spread. He never tells it to a woman, for if 
he told her to keep still, she might think that he meant it 
and forget to spread it. 

“Let us consider the evil power of false witness. The 
power of false witness is not dependent upon the standing of 
the man who makes it. One spurned by society may wreck 
the life of one whose shoes he is not fit to blacken. I be- 
lieve there is too great a readiness on the part of many to 
accept the bad rather than the good about a man. [I also 
think that a man will more readily believe things of another 
that he has been guilty of himself. The politician who has 
stooped to the lowest measures to gain the end in view will 
not believe good of one of another party. The prisoner looks 
upon the whole world as ready to do the very crime that re- 
sulted in his imprisonment. The man impure jn thought be- 
lieves every other man impure in_ thought. 

“When several gather in a knot to go over the affairs of the 
neighborhood, the element of scandal is often introduced. In 
the court of law, hearsay is ruled out. In the back fence and 
street corner judgment is rendered on the strength of scandal. 
We notice it daily in the cases of prominent men. One is on 
the flood tide of popularity until a few editorials in popular 
newspapers ruin him in the presidential running. If you 
in years have formed an opinion of one, don’t let another’s 
opinion formed on the spur of the moment shatter your belief. 
Do not lend a willing ear. I would defend a friend before the 
world against the accusation of an enemy. 

“Go to the friend and ask if the accusation be true. Now 
how does this false witness appear? Is he of such despicable 
appearance that we may know him? Is there a brand upon 
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his forehead that wiil distinguish him from other men? Has 
he a distinct gait that will proclaim his identity? Women 
are not always slanderers; men are not all perjurers. We 
find that the man with venom in the inkpot gets the job. The 
man who can throw the most mud finds empioyment. I would 
not dare form an opinion of Roosevelt, of Cleveland, Bryan 
or any other man standing in the light of public opinion to- 
day, because I do not know them. [I place no faith in the 
scathing articles written by the professional mud slinger. 

“*Thou shalt not bear false witness aggigist thyomeighbor.’ 
We are in an imaginary court of law. “Perhaps thé man 
called as a witness desires to hold back something, and by 
keeping still we often hear false witness.. We look with too 
lenient an eye on the man who when he. has sworn on the 
Bible to tell the truth, the whole truth and nothing but the 
truth, keeps back something to further his own interests or the 
interests of him on trial. His only fear seems tobe that the 
lawyer for the opposition may catch him and make him both 
uncomfortable and ashamed of himself. Give me the man 
who will testify to his own heart; the man who will stand by 
the truth.” 


This minister bit the nail on the head in his de- 
nunciation of retailing scandal and there is no ques- 
tion but that false tongues have much to answer for. 

In commercial circles a man’s personal integrity is 
not assailed as it is in politics or in neighborhood 
gossip but many salesmen and others think it is part 
of their business to tear the business reputation of all 
rivais to shreds and tatters. Unfounded charges of 
using scrap and seconds, claims that other goods do 
not last, that other firms repudiate guarantees and 
that rival salesmen persistently misrepresent goods, 
are bandied about as freely by some men behind a 
man’s back as the tatest morsel of ‘alleged impropriety 
is dilated on at the sewing society. Happily the best 
men, the men who sell the most goods and have the 
highest standing never run down a rival or a rival’s 
goods. They devote their time to talking up the 
merits of their own goods, finding that to be the best 
paying policy. Every one despises the tattler. It is 
impossible to imagine Julius Caesar telling Marc An- 
tony about Cassius’ latest jag or Washington tak- 
ing Putnam off into a corner and saying that he feared 
Jefferson was a sad dog and blew in too much money 
on entertaining actresses.’ 

The man who minds his own business does not have 
to wait until he passes through the pearly gates to get 
his reward.

I was passing the window of a Chicago hardware 
dealer the other day and received a distinctly unfavor- 
able impression from the glance I took at his window 
display. It was composed principally of stoves; but 
this hardware man had moved into a store which had 
been occupied by a green grocer who had used his 
windows to display cucumbers, radishes, beets, peas, 
beans and other vegetables, and his window had been 
on a distinct slant, the back being about a foot higher 
than the front in order that a spray of water could 
keep his various goods fresh. When the hardware 
man moved in he did not alter the floor of the window, 
although as far as I know hardware dealers are not 
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in the habit of keeping their goods sprayed and hence 
the attractive oaks and similar stoves he was show- 
ing looked, I must say, decidedly bad, as they stood 
in a slanting and hence unnatural attitude. A little 
carpenter work on this window would have improved 
its appearance 100 per cent.

All the money he 
contributed to the Democratic state committee was, 
by his direction, expended in advertising. - All the 
dailies of Boston and many of the other papers of the 
state have contained full-page “ads,” strikingly made 
up, and a great amount of advertising in a smaller 
way was done. In fact, he applied to his campaign 
the precise methods which had made his private busi- 
ness a huge success.

The accompanying illustration shows White’s Bea- 
con gas and smoke burning soft coal heater offered 
the trade by the 
Thos. White Stove 
Co., Quincy, Il. 
This stove is so 
constructed that all 
the smoke and 
gases are forced 
down and through 
the fire. There is 
no possible way 
for them to pass 
out of the stove in 
any other direction 
than through the 
firepot ; and just as 
soon as the fire is 
thoroughly going, 
such an _ intense 
heat is generated 
as to convert these 
gases and _ the 
smoke into A 

White's Beacon. bright flame, thus 
consuming the products of combustion, it is stated. 
There is nothing in the White’s Beacon to burn out 
or to get out of order. The oxygen from the direct 
draft combines with the highly inflammable gases and 
smoke, producing such an intense heat in the center 
of combustion that the smoke and soot are actually 
burned up. The heat from the White’s Beacon is radi- 
ated in great volume from the front of the stove, and 
is also thrown down to the floor by the large deflect- 
ing ring, thus making a very warm room with a small 
amount of fuel. 

There are two feed doors, simply as a matter of con- 
venience—one over each back corner of the stove. 
This arrangement permits the feeding of fuel through 
whichever door is most suitable. By placing these 
doors over the rear corners, instead of the front, this 
firm make the hottest part of the stove the front side, 
and where the radiation will soon penetrate every part 
of the space to be heated; and also for the further 
reason that any coal dropped on the floor does not 
make a soiled spot so prominent. One or both of the 
screw dampers in feed doors may be opened, and the 
intake of air will pull the smoke and gases downward; 
but it will be found that the successful operation of 
the Beacon does not depend entirely upon the use of 
these door dampers. The very best results can also 
be had with base door damper opened. Care should be 
taken, however, to always close this damper when feed 
door is opened to replenish the fire. Cold air ducts in 
rear corners of base draw in the air from the floor, pass 
it up alongside the firepot and discharge it, superheat- 




















ed, through openings in the middle ring, into the room. 
There is a constant circulation downward and upward 
through the inside of the stove, and also through 
these air ducts, the effect of which is to force every 
cubic inch of air in the room through and around the 
stove in the shortest time, it is claimed.

REGISTERS DOOR HANGERS AND HAY CARRIERS 


The Stowell Mfg. & Foundry Co., So. Milwaukee, Wis., 
write: 

In regard to the question of best methods of retail deal- 
ers selling registers, ventilators, door hangers, etc., we are 
perfectly willing that you should publish this under our name. 
We believe the best manner for the retailer to sell registers, 
door hangers and hay carriers is by calling the public’s atten- 
tion to them in an attractive manner, and suggest whenever 
our advice is asked on the subject, that our dealers place 
our side wall register, and possibly one of our floor registers, 
in a conspicuous place in their stores, and believe that the 
buying public will appreciate good goods, and may frequently 
be led to purchase a side wall register if their attention is 
called to it 

In regard to barn door hangers we make a specialty of 
putting our hinged hanger up in such an attractive manner 
that it is an ornament to the dealer’s shelves, and as it has 
a striking label, it will attract the customer’s attention to it. 

In regard to parlor door hangers, we find that where the 
dealer will take the time to talk to the different carpenters 
when they are in his store, explaining the merits of these 
goods, and the ease with which they are installed, that the 
carpenter, if given any judgment in the matter, will recom- 
mend them. We have our representatives calling on the archi-

erecting the same, doing in this case a poor job, which re- 
flects greatly upon the sale of metal ceilizgs in that vicinity.”

A TOSS UP. 





A leading firm of manufacturers write: “As far as the 
private brands in the hardware trade are concerned, in the 
first place, we think it a great injustice on the manufacturer’s 
part, to the consumer and to himself, for ever allowing pri- 
vate brands to leave his factory. Second, since the private 
brand business has been going on for so many years, we think 
it would’ be rather an injustice to the jobber to take their 
private brands away from them. The fact of the matter is, 
we do not think that some pf the large jobbers would permit 
it to be done. If they could get no manufacturer to manu- 
facture their goods, they would go into the business them- 
selves. We think the private brand is a very good thing for 
the jobber, and at the present time the jobber may dictate 
terms to the manufacturer, whereas, if the private brands 
are done away with, the manufacturer will dictate to the job- 
ber, so it is a toss as to which is preferable.”

E. H. Titchenor & Co., Binghamton, N. Y., write: “We 
are of the opinion that it spoils a manufacturer’s business to 
make goods under special brands for jobbers. Most manu- 
facturers want to build up a reputation on their line and ac- 
cordingly have some brand of their own.

“I have been reading with interest the discussion on the 
subject of private brands which has been appearing in the 
columns of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, and I wish to point out 
one fact, which apparently so far has not received the at- 
tention which it should. I refer to the matter of advertising. 
Pick up leading magazines and you will find that leading man- 
ufacturers of stoves and hardware and various heating appara- 
tus are spending considerable money in advertising their 
special goods. 

“The October magazines contain a number of advertise- 
ments of different rifles, etc. 
ing the dealer. 


Now all this publicity is help- 
There can be no question but what this ad- 
vertising to the consumer by manufacturers who sell through 
legitimate trade journals, creates a demand which helps the 
trade dispose of the goods in question, but does not the man- 
ufacturer of the Irrawaddy gun lose all his advantage gained 
by magazine publicity when he permits the jobber to sell his 
gun under the name ‘Koriveniently Kanceled ?’ 

“Trade names of leading manufacturers of hardware are 
known all over the United States, but the private brand names 
of the different jobbers are known only to the retail trade who 
do business in the territory which these jobbing houses happen 
to cover. The names of-private brands circulating in Mis- 
sissippi valley territory are Greek to the New England dealer, 
while the reverse of this is also true. 

“What is the sense of advertising an article and then hav- 
ing it sold under some other name? It looks to us that the 
manufacturers who allow their goods to be sold under private 
brands are simply placing their necks in a halter and allow- 
ing the jobbers to lead them where they will.” 
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INFERIOR ARTICLES ARE WORKED OFF 
THROUGH PRIVATE BRANDS. 








A leading firm of manufacturers write: 

We think that the article from the “Manufacturer” in 
your October, issue of the 22nd ult. has a great deal of truth 
in it, as there is no question but what there are unscrupulous 
houses in business that will not hesitate to take advantage of 
good goods, and that by means of their private brands work 
off an inferior article after a trade is established... We do 
not think by any means that this is generally done, but there 
is certainly enough instances of this kind to work a serious 


hardship on the manufacturer. Furthermore, we think it 
I 
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would be more satisfactory for the jobber and certainly for 
his customer and the manufacturer if he sold his goods under 
the manufacturer’s own brand. If the goods are not up to 
standard the odium would rest with the manufacturer, as he 
is the one who ninety-nine cases out of a hundred foots the 
advertising bills. It seems to us that he is entitled to what- 
ever credit there is in the superiority of his goods over others. 
We believe that this private brand matter is as of vital in- 
terest to the manufacturers as the catalogue house questicn, 
as they both tend to do away with the individuality of the 
manufacturer, and either lead to the public being imposed 
upon by inferior goods under the same name or necessitates 
the manufacturer meeting unwarranted prices. 
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AN ABLE EXPOSE OF EVILS OF PRIVATE 
BRANDS. 








Sam T. White, secretary and treasurer of the White Lily 
Washer Co., Davenport, Ia., writes: 

POOREST KIND OF A PROPOSITION. 

In the first place, I would say that private brands are 
probably all right from a jobber’s standpoint, but from the 
manufacturer's and dealer’s standpoint I would consider them 
the poorest kind of a proposition. Speaking from a manu- 
facturer’s standpoint, the fact is, the manufacturer loses his 
identity invariably. 

AT MERCY OF THE JOBBER. 

He is entirely at the mercy of the jobber and is unable 
to advertise or gain any reputation for the goods he manufac- 
tures. To make myself plain, I will use our own line of busi- 
ness and I hope that you or the reader will not think that I 
am endeavoring to advertise our own particular article by 
mentioning it in this article, and I believe the matter is of 
such importance that it should be considered entirely in an 
unselfish, unbiased way so that any mention that I may make 
in the future remarks I hope you will consider not an adver- 
tisement for the machine which I am interested in the manu- 
facture of. 

WHITE LILY IS A HOUSEHOLD WORD. 

We manuiacture, of course, the “White Lily” washing 
machine, and it would be impossible for us to have gained the 
reputation that we have on this machine had we sold it 
through the jobbers under private brands. The reputation that 
we have made for our machine has spread from one locality 
to another and the name is now a household word with every 
family in the United States and in a good many other parts 
of the world. 


MISSIONARIES AMONG USERS. 


People are moving in this great country all the time, and 
if we have a certain locality where our machine is known and 
a certain family goes from that locality into an entirely dif- 
ferent part of the country and he is impressed with our ma- 
chine, he naturally goes to his dealer in that part where he 
has taken up his new home and asks for that particular brand 
of machine. 

JOBBER PLACES A GOOD ORDER. 

If it were under a different name there, how would the 
dealer know where to get this machine or what to get? An- 
other feature of the private brand is that the jobber comes to 
the manufacturer. We will suppose that the jobber’s name is 
Hammerhandle & Co., and has got a machine, or rather a 
mame, which we will call Wash-Em-Nit, which he has copy- 
righted. Mr. Hammerhandle comes to our firm and he says 
that he wants to buy a half dozen or a dozen carloads of 
washing machines. 

JOBBER WANTS SHADED PRICE. 

We figure with Mr. Hammerhandle and eventually meet 
the price that he wants to pay for them. We have a contzact 
for, say, six carloads of washing machines. Mr. Hammer- 
handle sells our machine until he gets rid of the six carloads, 
when he comes to us again and says he must have a little 
better price. We find we are unable to make him a better 


price, and he goes to some other manufacturer and the other 
manufacturer cuts down the article a little in some way or 
other and shades the price a dollar or two per dozen, and 
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Mr. Hammerhandle buys his next six carloads of machines 
from one of our competitors, and in nine cases out of ten 
Mr. Hammerhandle will change around as many times as he 
can shade the price or every time that he thinks he can do a 
little better, and here is where the disadvantage comes to the 
dealer, and here we will refer to the dealers as Messrs, Nails 
and Kegs. 
DEALER IS UP AGAINST IT ON REPAIRS. 

Messrs. Nails and Kegs have been buying the Wash-Em- 
Nit from Messrs. Hammerhandle & Co., and have been having 
a very nice trade on this particular machine. As Messrs. 
Nails & Kegs have sold the machine for two or three years, 
one of their customers comes in some day and says: “Mr. 
Nails, I had the misfortune to have an accident with my wash- 
ing machine to-day and broke a certain part of it.” “All 
right,” says Mr. Nails, “we will send and get you a new part.” 
Mr. Nails sits down and writes a letter to Messrs. Hammer- 
handle & Co., stating what part he wants, but Messrs. Ham- 
merhandle & Co. has had so many different makes of this 
machine that they are unable to tell the manufacturer from 
whom they got this particular machine, and they write back 
and ask Mr. Nails when this machine was bought. Mr. Nails 
goes to his customer and finds out if possible just when this 
machine was tought from them. The customer does not re- 
member exactly, but he thinks it was some time in the fall of 
1902. Mr. Nails does not remember whether he just got the 
machine in or whether he had it on his floor six months. All 
he knows is that he sold them a Wash-Em-Nit and when he 
comes to getting repairs or parts, the dealer is up against a 
hard proposition 

A GENERAL EVIL. 

To-day there is not a hardware dealer in this country who 
has been in business any length of time but what has been up 
against it hundreds of times. We have not had this experi- 
ence with the “White Lily” washing machine because we only 
have one article, but I have been personally interested in sev- 
eral lines of goods where I have seen the dealer up against 
the repair question time and again with a line of private 
brands. 


MANUFACTURERS SHOULD SELL GOODS UNDER THEIR OWN BRAND. 


The trouble would be entirely averted by the manufacturer 
selling his goods under his own brand and under one name 
only. Personally I am not interested in the question of private 
brands, because we do not sell the jobbing trade east of Col- 
orado and in the Western country we only sell one jobber in 
each locality and only sell our goods under the same brand. 


BETTER FOR DEALER AS WELL AS MANUFACTURER. 


We will not make our machine and sell it under any other 
name but the “White Lily.” We will not manufacture for 
any jobber in the country without our name goes on it, and 
I believe that if every manufacturer was to stick to the same 
principle that it would not only be better for the manufacturer, 
but better for the dealer, and I believe that every dealer. in 
the United States will agree with me when I say that the 
meanest proposition that he has got to run up against in the 
hardware business 1s the question of repairs on private brands. 

1 believe that this gives you my personal opinion as con- 
cise as I possibly can without taking up too much of your 
valuable space, and as I have taken the liberty of answering 
this in a personal way you are at liberty to use the same in 
such a way as you see fit.

On the right side of picture there is a barn with cattle- 
sheds, in front of which is a miniature threshing ma- 
chine, made of small wooden boxes; the pulleys used 
are different sizes of screw-pulleys, with sewing-ma- 
chine belts ; there is a straw-stacker, fan, cylinder, ete. ; 
a small figure of a man stands in front feeding the 
machines. On the road leading from the field to the 
barn comes a load of oats in the sheaf, with horses and 
driver. On the left side of picture is windmill, pump- 
ing water, the mill is made of tin scraps. ete.; in rear 
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of windmill is the milk house, the whole being fenced 
from the road to mill with an old style rail fence. To 
the left of mill is the wood pile, where a man is sawing 
wood, while the woman is splitting it. A road sign is 
placed on the corner with our firm’s advertisement. 
Fine excelsior, dyed green, is used to represent grass, 
and yellow sand and small stones are used for the road 
and yards. The small figures are dressed like farmers. 
Hogs, cows and horses help to make the scene more 
The whole being set in motion by a small 
electric motor.

Too many hardware men either through inertia or 
diffidence have allowed the fabrications of the cata- 
logue house to go without contradiction, and it is high 
time that they should get down to brass tacks and show 
the people of their community that they are losing 
money by patronizing the catalogue houses, and that 
the low prices which these concerns make are a de- 
lusion and a snare, inasmuch as the goods sold are 
not what they are cracked-up to be in the advertise- 
ments. 

Hardware dealers could do good work along the 
line of Mr. Rea on steel ranges. In the first place, 
they should not take the catalogue house word for 
it that the steel ranges they handle are all that they 
are cracked-up to be, but should secure one of these 
ranges, should weigh it, measure the oven, discover 
the gauge of steel, etc.

As a matter of fact, the trade will recognize this as 
a range of low grade, and there are a number of steel 
range manufacturers and jobbers who can furnish 
dealers with a similar grade of goods which they can 
sell in competition with this range at $19.00 and make 
a considerable margin of profit. The advertisement 
of this range in this catalogue bristles with inaccura- 
cies. For instance, we note that the freight on this 
range from Chicago “To most any point in Indiana 
for 6c cents.” As the weight of this range is said to 
be 300 pounds, that would be at the rate of 20 cents 
a pound. Let us take eight representative points in 
Indiana, and we find the third-class freight from Chi- 
cago, per hundred pounds, ranges as follows: Elk- 
hart, 20 cents; Evansville, 25 cents; Fort Wayne, 20 
cents; Goshen, 20 cents; Indianapolis, 22 cents; La- 
fayette, 20 cents; New Albany, 25 cents; Terre Haute, 


22 cents. Consequently, to half of these representative 




















points, the rate for the freight on this range would not 
be 60 cents but would be 66 or 75 cents. 

Further statements concerning this range are that 
it possesses all the good qualities of every strictly high 
grade range, made from steel one to two gauges 
heavier than any other range made. The size of the 
oven in inches is 16x19x13; the weight is 300 pounds. 
These points concerning the heaviness of the steel 
used and size of oven have no other authority than 
the mere statement of the catalogue house, and as their 
statement concerning freight rates is certainly inac- 
curate, we see no reason why their statements concern- 
ing gauge of steel used, weight and size of ovens 
should be implicitly relied upon. We think the hard- 
ware dealer should get at this question in a practical 
way, and should secure a catalogue house steel 
range through the medium of some friendly farmer, 
and should point out the inferiority of this range to 
his own. They can easily show any number of valu- 
able features which their range possesses which the 
catalogue house range does not in spite of the super- 
lative claim that this cheap catalogue house range pos- 
sesses all the good points of every range on the market. 
The trade can furthermore refute -the claim of heavier 
gauge steel by actually stacking up two ranges side 
by side and by means of seales and a-measure they can 
see the fallacy of the claims of weight-and the dimen- 
sions of the oven if same are incorrect. While show- 
ing the range they wish to self to be better than this 
catalogue house range, they can also get a sample of 
the very cheapest ranges which will stack up well with 
the catalogue house range for the purpose of com- 
parison.

PEERLESS ICELAND FREEZER. 








The Dana Mfg. Co., Cincinnati, O., send us a very 
attractive little booklet devoted to the Peerless Ice- 
land freezers. Owing to their liberal magazine adver- 
tising, these freezers-are favorably known to every 
freezer user in the country. 

The Peerless Iceland freezer with crank is made in 
I, 2, 3, 4, 6, 8, 10, 12, 16, 20 and 25 quart sizes. The 
can revolves around the stationary dasher, and the 
quick freezing is accounted for by the peculiar con- 
struction of the dasher and the way it handles the 
cream set in motion by the revolving can.

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THE GROSSIUS FURNACE. 





The accompanying illustration shows the inside view 
of the Nos. 360 and 420 furnaces, made by the John 
Grossius Fur- 
nace Co., Cin- 
cinnati, O. This 
is a heavy, dur- 
able cast iron 
furnace with 
sheet steel self- 
cleaning radia- 
tor, so coOn- 
structed that ev- 
ery point is sub- 
jected to a pow- 
erful heat. The 
ash pit is deep 
and _ spacious, 
not being liable 
to choke up with 
ashes, and allowing a free circulation of air under the 
grate to prevent any possibility of its warping. The

grate is a most simple, efficient and easy operating ar- 
rangement with upright levers. Arranged to tilt to- 
wards the front, either partly or wholly, it can be 
gotten to very easily to dislocate any clinkers that 
should accumulate. In operating this grate the ash 
door and draft door is closed, allowing no dust or 
ashes to escape into the cellar. All the gear work of 
grate is contained in the ash pit, and no levers or 
cranks extend into the air-chamber of furnace. When 
the furnace is set up with all joints packed with as- 
bestos cement, there is no possibility of dust escaping 
into the air-chamber to be drawn up into the house. 
The fire pot is made very heavy, and with extra large 
cup-joints. The construction of these cup-joints re- 
lieves the fire pot and upper section of the strain 
caused by the expansion and contraction of the metal 
as it alternately warms and cools. The pin-radiating 
feature adds doubly to its radiating power, keeping 
the pot from becoming overheated, making it prac- 
tically self-protecting. The fire pot is constructed 
nearly straight up and down, which prevents the ashes 
from forming on the sides and deadening the fire. The 
feed door or crab section is divided up by its neces- 
sary flue openings into the top radiator. This con- 
struction divides the fire on the inside before it reaches 
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the top radiator and also divides the air on the outside 
as it passes upwards to become heated. 

The radiator and combustion chamber is made of 
two cast iron plates connected with sheet steel drums 
and rods, making an altogether gas and smoke tight 
fit, and having a diaphram to force the smoke through- 
out the entire surface of the radiator. It is practically 
self-cleaning. The accumulating soot will fall into the 
fire chamber of its own accord. 

The smoke cellar is fastened to the radiator with 
both an inside and outside collar, and extends out- 
side the casing line, so that in slipping the smoke pipe 
onto the collar, the joint is outside the casing. It is 
so arranged that it can come out of casing in almost 
any position. 

A dust damper is provided for, so in shaking and 
dumping grate, the dust in the ash pit is drawn up 
into the fire chamber. 

The cast iron front is made in sections, making a 
neat and pleasing appearance. 

The casing or jacket is made of heavy galvanized 
iron with an extra inside casing made of black iron. 
An air space between the two acts as a non-conductor, 


preventing the heat from radiating into the cellar.

MUELLER DOUBLE RETURN FLUE SHEET STEEL 
RADIATOR FURNACE FOR WOOD. 








The accompanying cuts show some of the features 
of the Mueller double return flue sheet steel radiator 
furnace for wood, manufactured by the L. J. Mueller 
Furnace Co., 191 Reed St., Milwaukee, Wis. 

The ash box is high and extends the entire length 
and width of grate. 

The grate is extra heavy and of such design as is 
best adapted for burning wood. It can be removed or 
replaced through fire door. 

The fire box is made of two extra heavy parts, 
provided with deep wide cup joints where they join, 
and are securely held by heavy machine bolts. These 
wide cup joints are ample provision for expansion 
and contraction. Deep corrugations materially in- 
crease the fire surface, as well as add strength to the 
fire box.

The two heavy cast iron pipes, connecting upper fire 
box with radiator, are a novel feature. At the rear 
they join the fire box in large, deep cup joints, and 
at the front, by a similar joint, enter a cast iron re- 
ceiving box, which in turn is securely riveted to 
radiator. 

The cup joints in receiving box are constructed in 
a manner that allows for perfect expansion and con- 
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traction of these pipes, at the same time holds the 
asbestos packing, insuring absolutely tight joints. 

The double radiator is made of heavy sheet steel, 
set into asbestos packed cup joints of upper and lower 
radiator decks. The products of combustion, leaving 
the fire box, pass through the two cast iron pipes, and 
entering the radiator at the front, travel its entire cir- 
cumference before reaching the smoke pipe, extract- 
ing all possible heat from the fuel consumed. Di- 
rectly opposite the receiving box, on either side of 
clean-out collar, bolted to the outer shell of radiator, 
are two heavy cast iron plates or fire guards, protect- 
ing the sheet steel from the direct action of the flame 
and intense heat expelled from the pipes. The brack- 
ets, supporting the radiator both at the front and 
rear, move with the radiator as it expands and con- 
tracts. 

The feed mouth and ash box are made with a flange 
which sets back from the outer face about one-half

inch, and the shield is made with a heavy rib project- 
ing inward about one-half inch, conforming to the 
shape of these flanges, and overlapping same. This 
combination forms a pocket which will hold asbestos 
cement packing indefinitely—impossible to burn or 
fall out—a positive protection against the escape of 
smoke or gas. 

The fire door is provided on the inside with a cast 
iron perforated plate, also a horizontal slide, through 
which air is introduced to facilitate combustion. 

The water pan is conveniently located for filling. 

The base rings are made with double flanges, one 
inch apart, allowing a free circulation of air between 
the two casings, preventing the loss of heat by radia~- 
tion into the basement. 

The casing rings are made in the same manner as 
the base rings, except of steel, insuring uniformity 
of size, and safety against breakage in transit. 

The clean-out doors, three in number, are of such 
size as to make it easy to clean radiator. 

While this is strictly a wood furnace, the sizes No, 
70 and No. 72 can readily be converted into coal burn- 
ers by removing the wood grate, and installing 
through the fire door, coal fixtures, as shown in the 
cut. The size of this coal grate is 20x32 inches. 
This grate is constructed on the rocking and dumping 
principle, and either hard coal, soft coal or coke can 
be burned on same. The rod or lever connecting 
with the grate bars extends through the front of fur- 
nace, and is operated by a vertical shaker, for which 
arrangement provision is made in all fronts.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

A further advance in prices for all grades of pig 
iron is to be noted. Southern No. 2 is selling at 50c 
a ton higher than a week ago, or $12.50, Birmingham. 
For 1905 delivery, a bonus of 50c a ton is asked. 
Northern furnaces are getting $15.50 for No. 2 foun- 
dry, November and December deliveries, and $16.00 
for the first quarter of 1905. The expected advance 
of finished products is materializing. Merchant pipe 
went up $2 per ton—making a total of $4 since Oct. 
19th. A Pennsylvania producer has advanced scft 
steel bars to 1.40c. This advance of $2 per ton is 
regarded as a signal for a similar move in all parts 
of the country, not only in bars, but in plates and 
structural shapes also. Cast iron pipe is $1 per ton 
higher than a week ago and is quoted at $26.50, Chi- 
cago, for 4-inch water pipe in carloads. Old ma- 
terials continue to advance. Connellsville 72-hour 
foundry coke is quoted at $2.25 at a minimum. In 
Chicago, prices range from $4.90 to $5.15. Wise 
county coke is not on the market, producers having 
practically withdrawn, owing to heavy contracts and 
the scarcity of labor. Some orders are being taken, 
however, on the basis of $2.50 at the ovens, or $4.75, 
Chicago. 

Producers of both northern and southern grades ex- 
hibited a great reluctance during the week to take on 
orders in great abundance. Prices are now a very 
uncertain quantity to the critics, but leading pro- 
ducers are confident that the new year will see them 
on a higher scale than at present. Many factors are 
to be considered in fixing the pig iron schedule. The 
cost of ore, coke and limestone—the ingredients of 
pig iron—is of course a very interesting item to fur- 
The prices for these items rise and sink with 
the prices of pig iron. Consequently, high prices for 
pig iron are not clear velvet for the producer. More- 
over, the scarciey of labor in the South will probably 
bring about a readjustment of the miners’ wage scale 
in favor of the strikers. This will further curtail the 
rake-off which southern producers are expected to be 
enjoying just now. 

Northern furnaces are not showing a ravenous ap- 
petite for orders either. The total tonnage for the 
week was very large, but would have been twice the 
size had furnaces showed the keen craving for orders 
exhibited a month ago. 

The presidential election had no imaginable effect 
on the situation. Most people interested in the out- 
come had analyzed conditions and foreseen the result 
to a great degree. However, the mere fact that the 
great event of four years is of the past will serve to 
strengthen all markets and solidify the growing feel- 
ing of optimism.

IRON AND STEEL BARS. 
The pool price for iron and steel bars is unchanged, 
but many producers are asking an advance. Mills 


are as a rule filled with business and are not anxious 
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to acquire more. Bar iron, following the recent ad- 
vance in scrap and pig iron, is not selling at less than 
1.45c, while some mills will not book at less than 
1.50c. These prices are not for future delivery, for 
which higher prices than these are asked. There 
has been some talk of an unanimous withdrawal from 
the market, on the part of producers, until the price 
of 1.75c is reached for deliveries into the first half of 
1905. No contracts at that figure were reported as 
closed. 

Soft steel bars have been advanced $2 per ton by 
many producers, putting quotations on the basis of 
1.40c. Old prices are still to be obtained, however. 
New business is of heavy proportions and specifica- 
tions continue in abundance. 

We quote prices for Chicago delivery, mill ship- 
ments, as follows: Bar iron, 1.45c¢ to 1I.50c; soft 
steel bars, 1.46%4c to 1.56%4c; soft steel angles, less 
than 3x3, 1.56%c; hoops, 1.71%4c rates, full extras. 
Local jobbers quote iron, 1.70c to 1.75c, base, full 
extras ; hoops, 2c to 2.10¢ rates, full extras. 


MERCHANT PIPE. 


Mills are suffering from no dearth of orders. 
Prices have been advanced in conformation with ad- 
vances in other products. Both black and galvanized 
steel and iron pipe have been raised $2 a ton. Speci- 
fications are good.

STRUCTURAL STEEL. 

The amount of tonnage placed last week exceeds 
that of any other week for more than a year past. 
Conditions have not by any means reached the point 
as yet at which contractors can afford to retire from 
the market or even to cease keeping a keen outlook for 
new business, but it is notable that for the first time 
in months all business is not characterized as desir- 
able. The contract for the new Majestic theatre in 
Chicago has been awarded to the McClintic-Marshall 
Construction Company of Pittsburgh. This contract 
calls for 2,800 tons of structural shapes and plates 
and includes the erection of the building. We quote 
official prices as follows: Beams and channels, 3 to 
15 inches, inclusive, 1.56%c, Chicago; angles, 3 to 
6 inches, %4-inch and heavier, 1.56%c; angles, larger 
than 6 inches on one or both legs, 1.66%2c; beams, 
larger than 15 inches, 1.66%c; zees, 3 inches and 
over, 1.56%4c; tees, 3 inches and over, 1.61%c, with 
the usual extras for cutting to exact lengths, punch- 
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ing, coping, bending or other shop work. Store 
prices on structural materials are 1.80c to 1.g0c for 
angles, beams, channels and zees, base sizes, with 
I.goc to 2c for 18, 20 and 24 inch beams; tees, 1.85c 
to 1.95c. These prices are for either random lengths 
or cut to lengths. 





OLD MATERIAL. 

The customary advance of $1 per ton all along the 
line was made last week. Consumers are commenc- 
ing to assume a worried appearance. For the past 
three or four months the high prices were generally 
considered as inflated and the market of the soap-bub- 
ble type. Now, however, when consumers find it ab- 
solutely necessary to lay in stock, they find that prices 
are as strong as they were formerly weak, with every 
prospect of increasing in strength. 

The Illinois Central railroad offered a list aggregat- 
ing about 4,000 tons. This was promptly gobbled up 
by middlemen.

WIRE AND WIRE GOODS. 

Wire nails are selling in great abundance, everyone 
scrambling to lay in before the advance, which is ex- 
pected in the next few weeks. The market is ex- 
ceptionally strong and prices firm. No shading is in- 
dulged in, not even on the largest lots. Interesting 
figures have been given out by the secretary of the 
American Iron and Steel Association, showing the 
total production of wire nails in the United States 
for several years. 9,803,822 kegs of wire nails were 
manufactured in 1901. In 1902, the number was 
raised to 10,982,246. In 1903, it fell again to 9,631,- 
661. Cut nails were produced in a corresponding 
ratio as follows: 1,542,240 kegs in 1901, 1,633,762 
kegs in 1902, 1,435,893 kegs in 1903. 

Barb and smooth fence wire continue to move to the 
country in good volume. Retailers are filling up and 
jobbers are aiming to keep up their stocks. Prices 
are firm except in quarters where competition between 
the leading producer and independents makes shad- 
ing of prices desirable. Mills continue to refuse con- 
tracts for shipments exceeding thirty days into the 
future. An early advance in price is confidently ex- 
pected on all sides. Prices in all products in this line 
remain unchanged. 





COPPER. 

Further strength has been developed in the copper 
market during the past week, together with a more 
active demand from domestic consumers. Some pro- 
ducers are declining to sell for delivery after Dec. 31, 
and this tends to further stiffen the market, which 
presents a very strong appearance. Some good-sized 
contracts are reported to have been placed by home 
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buyers and the export demand keeps up in good vol- 
The market closed very firm at the following 
figures: Lake, 137c to 14%c; electrolytic, 137%c to 
14c; casting, 135¢c to 14c. The latest London cables 
quote spot at £63 16s 3d, an advance of £1 6s 3d, and 
futures at £64, an advance of £1 2s 6d over last week’s 
figures. Best selected is quoted at £67 5s, an advance 
of £1 from last week. The exports so far this month 
have amounted to 4,903 tons.

PIG TIN. 

The market during the week was dull and some- 
what weaker, both here and in London, but prices 
have not receded. The domestic consumptive demand 
is still light. At the close local prices were quoted 
as follows: Spot, 29¢ to 29%c; November, 28.95¢ 
to 29%c, and December, 28.75c to 29c. The clos- 
ing London prices were: Spot, £132 7s 6d, and fu- 
tures, £132. The statistical position of the metal is 
regarded as favorable to strength rather than weak:

The ar- 
rivals so far this month have amounted to 585 tons, 
and 1,510 tons are afloat. 





TIN PLATES. 


The market is firm, with a fair current movement, 
mostly, however, on old contracts. The mills, it is 
said, are in some cases declining to book business for 
shipment after Dec. 31 at the prices now current. 
New business normally is not very active at this time 
of the year, but it is said to be well up to the average 
for the season at the present time. Prices hold very 
firm, the American Sheet & Tin Plate Company 
quoting $3.30 a box, Pittsburgh, for 14x20 100-lb. 
coke plates, making the price $3.49, delivered in New 
York. 





LEAD. 


The demand for lead continues active, and the 
market is strong. Prices are firmly maintained at 
4.45¢ to 4.50c for spot. The American Smelting & 
Refining Company continues to quote on a basis of 
4.20c for “shipment” desilverized, in 50-ton lots. St. 
Louis telegraphs 4.22%c for spot, with the market 
strong. The London market has advanced 7 shillings 
6 pence above last week’s figures, and was quoted to- 
day at £13. 





SPELTER. 

The market for spelter is firm, with an upward ten- 
dency. The demand is good and somewhat larger 
than of late.
